Applicants also greatly appreciated the examiners' suggestions for amending the 
claims. 

Claim 15 has been amended as suggested by the examiners. The blocking 
assembly has been amended to recite the "pin" and to indicate that the "pin" prevents 
operation of the trigger by "directly engaging" the trigger. Applicants believe that this 
amendment clarifies the important distinctions between Applicants' invention and the 
prior art. 

Claims 16 and 17 have been amended to conform to the amendment to claim 15. 
Prior to amending claim 15, claim 17 was the first claim to recite the "pin" element. Now 
that claim 15 recites the "pin" element, claim 16 has been amended to recite this 
element, and claim 17 has been amended to delete redundant terms. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration of this application and the timely allowance of the pending 
claims.
